John N. Erlenborn's (R. , 111. ) staff man on the House Government Operations 
Committee, and a member of the staff reviewing H.R. 16373 and S. 3418 
(right of privacy bills) together with staff members of the Senate Government 
Operations Committee, called. He requested that we review carefully those 
sections in S. 3418 which the Agency would be subject to since the Senate 
staff people are pressing for the inclusion of these sections in the House bill 
and making them subject to the Agency. I explained that our past reviews 
indicated we would have no problems, but we would conduct a re -review and 
let him know. Representatives from DDI, DDO, ISAS, OGC, were advised. 


| | Received a call from one "John Hogan 

of Congressman Fong's office" who inquired as to whether any congressional 
body ever held hearings on CIA. I told him that four committees of the 
Congress exercise oversight of the CIA and that these committees routinely 
meet on Agency matters. I also mentioned that the Director periodically 
appears before other congressional committees. I then asked Mr. Hogan if 
he could be more specific in his request. He said "No, " that he would simply 
get in touch with one of the oversight committees. I suggested that he might 
try Frank Slatinshek , Chief Counsel, House Armed Services Committee, first. 
This may be a bogus call as Hogan does not check out with Senator Hiram L. 
Fong (R. , Hawaii) or Repr esentative John J. McFall (D., Calif.). 
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Talked to Frank Sullivan, Senate Armed 
Services Committee staff, about the breakfast with the Director scheduled 
for Tuesday, 10 December at 8:00 a. m. with Senator Sam Nunn (D. , Ga. ). 
Sullivan said that his latest conversations with the Senator would indicate 
that what he would really like is an overview of Asia in general terms with 
an evaluation of the land, air and naval threat. The major political issues 
that might be considered would be the Sino/Soviet problems, Chinese and 
Soviet long-range intentions and the economic situation. Although the 
Senator's itinerary is still very flexible, he does not intend to travel to 
China. He does intend to spend some time in Japan with visits to Korea, 
Taiwan, Philippines, Okinawa and Thailand.
